diana reported 17 known dead, and 
Michigan reported five. Wisconsin 
and Missouri each reported one per 
son killed. 
Elgin, 111., 20 miles wmst of Chi 
cage, w'here eight 
persons 
were 
killed, suffered approximately four 
million dollars damage when a tor­ 
nado wrecked a large portion of the 
business quarter and part of the 
residence section. Military law was 
declared in Elgin and former ser­ 
vice men volunteered to preserve 
order and prevent looting. 
The storm then veered toward 
Melrose Park and Wilmette with a 
trail of wreckage and death.

AUTOMOBILES AND GASOLINE. 
Apart from the Great War, nothing 
in the life of the American 
people 
during the last fifteen years has had 
such farreaching results 
on 
social 
habits and the conduct of business and 
commerce as the perfection and rapid 
multiplication of motor 
driven 
ve­ 
hicles. 
It is stated 
that 
7,500,000 
automobile^ were in use in the United 
States as the close of 1919 and 
the 
prediction is made that by the end of 
the present year the number will be 
between nine and ten million. 
When 
these figures are considered it may be 
taken for granted that the steady rise 
in the price of gasoline, which new 
costs more than it did at 
any 
time 
while the war was on, and the claim 
that the limit has about been reached 
in gasoline production are matters of 
the largest possible interest to the peo­ 
ple of the United States. 
According to an expert of the De­ 
partment of the Interior who has just 
completed a report on the motor gas­ 
oline situation, the production of gas­ 
oline, is now, as it has been for some 
time, falling steadily and decidedly 
behind the increase in the number of 
automobiles and trucks. 
Between 
1909 and 1918, it is slated, the num­ 
ber of cars and trucks in service in­ 
creased by 1,7o0 per cent while the 
output of gasoline increased by only 
560 per cent, and the production 
ot 
crude oil by blit 95 per cent. 
It 
is 
claimed further that the source from 
which a larger supply of gasoline may 
profitably be obtained under existing 
conditions are almost exhausted. Some 
of the processes which are now being 
employed result in an inferior finality 
of gasoline and for some time, it 
is 
said, “the country has been 
faced 
with the problem of sacrificing quan­ 
tify or quality; of using less volatile 
gasoline or having 
a 
shortage 
of 
supply.” 
It is not probable that the average 
automobilist will lose much sleep over 
this situation or that the automobile 
manufacturers will allow 
the 
pros­ 
pective shortage in motor gasoline to 
influence 
them 
into 
discontinuing 
their tremendous efforts to 
increase 
the output of automobiles 
to 
keep 
pace with the steadily growing 
de­ 
mand for them. The American people 
have supreme faith in the g e n iu s of 
their inventors. 
They 
are 
entirely 
confident that new methods can 
al­ 
ways be discovered which will relieve 
a;iy difficulties such 
a* 
would 
be 
created by a permanent shortage in 
fuel for the millions o! machines 
on 
which so many are now dependent.
